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GRAVE WARNING 
ISSUED TO

(By H. G. L. Strange) 
The Dominion Entomologists of 
Lethbridge and Saskatoon, H. L. 
Seamans and K. M. King, have issued 


in Alberta and Saskatchewan regard 
ing the great damge to crops that, 
may occur nexit year because of the 
cutworn. 

The dry May and part of June that 
has has been experienced in most 
parts of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
this year has tended enormously to 
increase this insect pest, and it is 
expected that, unless May and June 
of 1931 are much wetter than is us- 
ually the cage, that the greatest and 
most widepsread damage that has 
ever beem experienced. will result 
from cutworms. Most of Saskatchew- 
an south of Saskatoon, it. is expected 
will be badly affected, with the worst 
damage within a tundned mille ra- 
dius of Regina, In Alberta, the. dam- 
age wilt probably be’ very .. general 
east of a Kine from Edmonton to 
Macleod and as far south as the 
Lethbridge-Medicine Hat line of the 
Camadian Pacific Railway. 

The damage to the 1931 crop wilh 
depend absolutely upon the way,

This moth will 
avoid aly land that bas had even 4, 
slight crust formed upon it by rain 
fall, but will-lay its eggs upon any 
soil where this crust has been brok; 
en, however slightly. To avoid cut- 
worm damage on a field, therefore, it 
is necessary that on summerfallowea 
fields all work should stop by the, 
first of August or a very few days 
afterwerds. Them a very si.ght rain, 
will form a orust on these fields 
which will render them immune the 
following year from cutworm damage 
It is important that no horses or

be allowed to cross any summerfat'- 
‘ow prepared in. this fashion, because 
wu dcrever the crust is broken by an 
ma,s or implements, there the mo 
wil! lay its eggs, and consiuerabie 
damege will be experienced the fo: 

On fields in crop, where 
‘aivesting operations are conduct-d 
apout September Ist, then damage 
the following year is almost certiiia 
tc be experienced unless toese fic.ds 
are summertallowed.
